Harriaburg, Sept. 21 i/P>—The Sen­ 
ate Reapportionment committee was ) 
asked Thursday to take a look at a 
new congressional redistricting plan 
designed to knock out two Ftepubli- 
j 
can seats and one Democratic place, j 
Chairman G. Graybill Diehm <R- 
Lanraster) summoned his group for j 
a meeting late in the day to review 
the plan prior to its formal intro­ 
duction today or Saturday. 
“The plan la still tentative and 
may be changed but I believe it Lr 
the best plan for Pennsylvania,” j 
Diehm told a newsman. “You know 
we have to reduce three seats—and 
that s always a tough job.*’ 
M ay D am age Democrat* 
Population changes uncovered by 
the 1950 census require the Keystone I 
state to cut its congressional delega- , 
tion from 33 to 30. 
The Diehm plan, although conced­ 
ing the outright loss of two Republi­ 
can seats, is aimed at cutting into 
Democratic majorities elsewhere so I 
as to lessen re-elertion chances of 
five Democratic incumbents. 
Seats to be eliminated under the 
plan are those of Rep 
Alvin R. 
Bush. Muncy Republican; the late 


Rep. Wilson D. Gillette, Towanda 
Republican, and 
Rep. Vera Bu­ 
chanan, McKeesport Democrat. 
A scrambling of the remaining 
counties, however, is expected to in­ 
crease Republican strength in the 
districts now represented by Reps. 
Francis E. Waiter. Easton; Harry P 
O’Nflll, Scranton; Herman P. Eber- 
harter, Pittsburgh, and James F. 
Lind. York, all Democrats. 
lAst-minute changes in the plan 
disclosed some weeks ago also would 
add another county—Snyder—to the 
D a u ph I n-Lebanon-Perry-Juniata 
district proposed for Rep Walter C. 
Mumma. Harrisburg Republican. 
Fulton county, instead of remain­ 
ing with Rep. Richard Simpson. 
Huntingdon Republican, w'ould be 
tied to the Fayette-Somerset district 
of Rep. Edward L. Sittler, Union­ 
town Republican. Bedford county 
also would be taken from Simpson's 
district and given to Sittler.
